Tlie  Delta  State  campus  was  alive  from  June  9 
through  June  15  'svith  fuaire  leaders  as  the  University 
hosted  the  Mississippi  American  Legions  Boys  State 
Program. 

"We  are  pleased  to  have  had  these  400  young  men 
on  our  campus  for  this  event,"  said  Dr.  Da\'id  L.  Potter, 
President  of  Delta  State  University.  "They  ha\e 
completed  another  phase  of  their  civic  education,  and 
we  were  glad  to  help  in  process." 

American  Legion  Boys  State  is  a  unique  "learn  by 
doing"  summertime  leadership  program  that 
emphasizes  participation  and  personal  experience. 
Established  in  1939,  Boys  State  gives  young  men  a 


better  understanding  of  how  elections  and  state 
go\"ernment  works  in  their  state.  Today  citizenship 
insuiiction  is  offered  through  Boys  State  in  forty-nine 
states  and  the  District  of  Columbia  with  more  than 
28,000  young  men  participating  annually. 

Each  summer,  the  top  400  young  men  from  across 
Mississippi  attend  Boys  State.  Only  those  having 
completed  their  junior  year  of  high  school  are  eligible. 
Sponsored  by  their  local  American  Legion  Post,  the 
delegates  are  chosen  based  on  their  academic  record, 
leadership  potential  and  participation  in  extra- 
curricular activities.

Collier  Parker  credits  five  people  who  have  had  a 
major  influence  on  his  professional  success  as  an 
artist. 

The  New  Orleans  native, 
who  has  serx'ed  as  Chair  of 
the  Art  Department  at  Delta 
State  since  1992,  has  been 
honored  by  the  Mississippi 
Institute  of  Arts  and  Letters. 
Parker  was  awarded  first 
place  in  visual  arts  for  his 
body  of  work  that  includes 
landscapes  and  portraits. 

In  presenting  the  award, 
Robert  Riseling,  Memphis 
College  of  Art  professor,  stated,  "He  (Parker)  is  an 
excellent  painter  with  outstanding  portrait  work... as 
well  as  a  body  of  fine  landscapes  painted  in  Europe 
that  demonstrate  his  knowledge  of  history  and 
reverence  for  great  artists  like  Cezanne."

Jeanette  was,  as  she  describes  herself,  "a  young 
woman  from  the  cotton  fields  of  the  Delta  on  the  way  to 
the  Syracuse  University  College  of  Law  in  Syracuse, 
N.Y." 

Through  the  years,  when  asked  if  she  was  scared, 
intimidated  or  afraid  that  she  would  fail  at  Syracuse, 
Jeanette  replies  a  resounding  "No". 

"Delta  State  had  prepared  me  well  for  law  school, 
Jeanette  says.  "To  this  day  I  tell  everyone  that  the  most 
difficult  class  I  ever  took  was  not  in  law  school,  but  was 
Dr.  Maria  Butler's  Shakespeare  class  at  DSU,"  she  adds 
with  a  smile. 

Jeanette  graduated  from  law  school  in  December  of 
1978.  She  was  the  only  "Southerner"  at  Syracuse  and  had 
experienced  the  honor  of  being  called  on  in  class  almost 
every  day  so  the  professors  could  hear  her  talk. 

Following  graduation,  Jeanette  and  her  husband 
moved  to  Houston,  Tex,  where  she  began  practicing  law 
with  a  firm  specializing  in  commercial  litigation.  After 
five  years  her  law  career  took  them  to  Fort  Worth  where 
she  had  a  legal  position  with  an  oil  and  gas  compan}' 
founded  by  Texas  Rangers  Baseball  team  owner  Eddie 
Childs.  Jeanette  sen'ed  as  counsel  to  a  number  of  large 
corporations  over  the  next  few  years  and  after  what  she 
laughingly  calls  a  shortlived  "retirement"  ,  now  is 
affiliated  with  a  Texas  law  firm,  Spain  &  Hastings  and  is 
Acting  General  Counsel  for  a  multi-national  airline 
ground  ser\'ices  company,  Woridwide  Flight  Services.

Program,  This  iimgrjin  h.kl  been  lnuiuled  In  President 
Dwight  Eisenhov,er  to  foster  inulerslanding  between 
people  following  World  War  II. 

According  to  Jeanette,  wiiat  she  anil  her  delegation 
experienced  was  amazing. 

"China  is  a  country  with  a  rich  ,\000  year  history, 
whose  culture  of  the  past  is  colliding  with  globalization, 
the  forces  of  a  market  economy  and  the  impending 
entry  into  the  Worid  Trade  Organization,"  she  explains, 
"It  is  a  country  of  extremely  poor,  but  generally  had 
working  and  proud  people."  "Our  group  met  with 
lawyers,  business  executives,  law  school  professors  and 
students,  who  were  hungry  for  information  about  oiu 
system  and  eager  to  share  their  ideas  with  us,"  she 
continues. 

During  their  three  week  visit,  Jeanette  and  her  group 
experienced  the  beauty  and  power  of  China  in  the  Great 
Wall,  the  Forbidden  City,  Tian'anmem  Square  and  the 
terra  cotta  warriors  at  Xi'an.  However,  one  of  the 
greatest  highlights  of  the  trip  was  in  Beijing  wJiere  they 
met  with  representatives  of  the  People's  Congress  of 
China.  They  were  told  they  were  the  first  Americ;in 
citizens  ever  to  do  so. 

Representative  of  the  Congress  told  of  their  people's 
struggle  to  survive  and  meet  the  even  the  most  basic 
needs  of  food,  clothing,  shelter  and  fuel,  The\  talked 
about  everything  from  power  sy.stems  and  water  pipes 
to  China's  trial  system,  the  death  penalty  and  the  one 
child  per  family  law.  The  Representatives  left  their 
American  visitors  with  one  clear  thought... "Without 
democracy  there  can  be  no  stability". 

The  next  day  Jeanette's  group  witnessed  the  arrest  of 
twenty  people  in  Tian'anmen  Square,  just  across  the 
plaza  from  where  they  had  met  the  day  before  and 
heard  such  eloquent  and  heartfelt  talk  of  democracy. 

On  returning  from  her  travels,  Jeanette  admits  China 
had  a  profound  effect  on  her. 

In  recalling  her  visit,  she  shares  thai  "never  had  she,  a 
little  girl  who  grew  up  in  the  Mississippi  Delta,  felt  so 
foreign,  and  so  incretlibk  gratekil  to  be  an  American."

Homecoming 
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Reflections  of  her 
art  color  her  hfe

Pam  Mathews,  the  wife  of  Delta  State's  sixth  president  David 
Potter,  and  first  lady  of  the  University,  has  already  developed 
some  strong  emotional  roots  in  the  fertile  Mississippi  Delta  since 
arriving  in  Cleveland  two  years  ago.  Although  she  was  bom  in  Maryland, 
Pam  is  the  daughter  of  two  Mississippians...her  father  from  Vicksburg 
and  her  mother  from  Hattiesburg. 

"My  father  was  Managing  Editor  of  the  Jackson  Daily  News  and  later 
was  Administrative  Aide  to  Senator  John  Stennis,"  Pam  explains.  "Mother 
worked  with  the  Mississippi  Republican  Partv'  and  with  Senator  James 
Eastland  on  the  Senate  Judiciary  Committee." 

Having  parents  who  were  both  heavily  involved  in  political  arenas  at 
the  state  and  national  levels,  one  might  expect  that  Pam  also  would  be 
drawn  to  the  exciting  world  of  politics.  However,  she  lost  no  time  in 
discovering  her  own  passion  at  the  young  age  of  eight  when  she  took 
her  first  art  lessons.  She  would  later  receive  a  Bachelor  of  Fine  Arts 
degree  in  Painting  and  Printmaking  from  Virginia  Commonwealth 
University  in  Richmond.  Today,  a  practicing  artist  who  has  added  metal 
sculpture  to  her  list  of  creative  pursuits,  art  is  still  at  the  center  of  Pam's 
life.  Her  creativit)-  and  talent  are  still  evolving,  ser\'ing  as  a  catalyst  for 
positive  change  not  only  in  the  Delta's  physical  environment,  but  also  in 
its  intellectual  and  cultural  environment. 

"My  art  has  always  been  affected  by  the  place  I  live  and  places  we 
have  visited,"  Pam  notes.  "I  think  art  helps  us  to  understand  and  connect 
to  our  natural  surroundings  and  opens  us  to  die  ways  in  which  people 
relate  to  that  environment.  At  its  best,  it  expresses  a  spiritual 
relationship,"  she  explains. 

"David  and  I  recendy  returned  from  a  hiking  trip  to  die  Southwest," 
Pam  continues.  "We  are  drawn  to  the  starkness,  power  and  beauty  of  the 
high  desert  area.  Here  in  the  Delta  I  have  been  struck  by  the  power  of 
the  landscape  and  die  emotional  connection  between  people  and  the 
land.  Deltans  have  an  unusually  strong  sense  of  place  and  the  histor)'  of 
the  region  is  one  of  meeting  the  challenges  of  a  sometimes  harsh

environment,"  she  notes.  "The  social  complexities 
of  the  Delta  seem  related  to  the  region's  ecology." 
"Art  is  a  powerful  tool  that  can  transcend  all 
differences,"  says  Pam.  "My  background  in  art  and 
commitment  to  promoting  art  fit  nicely  with  the 
University's  interest  in  being  a  culairal  center  for 
our  region.  The  Bologna  Center  was  the  original 
impeais  for  making 
the  arts  available  to 
people  in  this  area, 
and  now  we  hope  to 
extend  that  idea  to 
include  all  art  forms," 
Pam  continues. 

One  way  art  is 
being  introduced  into 
the  campus  environ- 
ment is  through  the 
creation  of  a  biennial 
sculpture  compe- 
tition. Plans  are 
under  way  for  estab- 
lishing a  formal 
sculpture  garden,  an 
arboreaim  and  nature  enter  on  the  Delta  State 
campus.  The  new  Delta  Center  for  Culture  antl 
Learning  will  also  provide  oppoitimities  for  cultural 
enrichment,  celebrating  the  history,  people  and 
traditions  of  the  Delta. 

"These  initiatives  will  bring  artists  to  our  campus, 
create  research  and  learning  experiences  and 
enrich  the  curriculum  and  campus  life."  Pam  adds. 
"They    will    provide    a    means    for    greater

understanding  of  this  unique  place,  and  these 
resources  will  benefit  residents  and  bring  visitors  to 
the  region." 

Pam  is  also  excited  about  another  new  initiative 
in  which  art  is  finding  its  way  out  of  the  studio  and 
into  the  classroom — the  "Whole  Schools"  program. 
It  is  a  project  of  the  Mississippi  Arts  Commission 


that  encourages  the  inte- 
gration of  the  arts  into 
curricula  at  the  elementary' 
and  middle  school  levels.  The 
program  is  intended  to  use 
the  arts  as  a  vehicle  for 
learning  in  all  subjects. 

"I'm  extremely  enthu- 
siastic about  working  as  a 
field  advisor  for  the  Whole 
Schools  initiative,"  Pam  notes. 
"I  belie\'e  it  will  pro\ide  the 
opportunity'  for  e\er\'  child  in 
our  region  not  only  to  be 
educated  but  also  to  under- 
stand their  indi\'idual  creative 
potential." 

Delta  State  recently  hosted  a  statewide  program 
to  train  teachers  in  using  the  Whole  School  concept 
and  techniques.  It  was  the  first  of  a  series  of  week- 
long  institutes  to  bring  consultants  and  artists  from 
across  the  countr}'  to  the  campus  to  participate  in 
this  landmark  program.  In  addition  to  the  larger 
iiiitiatives,  Pam  is  also 
interested  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  an  annual 
I  symposium  devoted  to 
recognizing  the  many 
strengths  and  com- 
plexities of  Delta 
women. 

"r\'e  been  fasci- 
nated with  the  women 
r\e  met  in  the  Delta," 
Pam  expressed  in  an 
intervie'ft'  published  in 
the  Delta  Democrat- 
Times.  "There  are  and 
have  been  many 
remarkable  women, 
here,  and  ^\'e  should 
find  a  way  to  celebrate  that."

Delta  State  University  Foundation  Board  Meeting 

The  quarterly  meeting  of  tlie  Delta  State  University  Foundation  Board  of  Directors  was  held  on  June  22,  2001.  Foundation  Board  President,  Ned  Mitchell,  welcomed 
two  new  members  to  the  tliirty-member  Board,  Dr.  Patsy  Thrash  of  Evanston,  111.  and  Mr.  F.  Muiray  Robinson  of  Scott,  Miss.  Dr.  Tluash,  a  1950  graduate  of  Delta  State,  is 
Executive  Director  Emeritus  of  the  North  Central  Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools.  In  1970  she  was  named  as  Delta  State's  "Outstanding  Alumnus."  Mr.  Robinson, 
Chief  Executive  Officer  for  the  Scott-based  Delta  and  Pine  Land,  is  filling  an  unexpired  term  due  to  the  deatli  of  fonner  CEO,  Roger  Malkin. 

The  Foundation  Board  of  Directors  was  formed  in  1967  with  a  SlOO  check  from  Dr.  James  Ewing  who  made  the  gift  to  Coach  Dave  "Boo"  Feiiiss  with  the  words,  "Here's 
a  gift  to  the  Delta  State  Foundation.  Now  go  and  start  one."  Under  die  leadership  of  Coach  Ferriss,  Hugh  Ellis  Walker,  and  current  Foundation  Director,  Dr.  Don  A.  Skelton, 
tlie  Foundation  has  increased  the  University  endowment  to  $10  million,  awarded  $134,848  in  privately  funded  scholarships  in  2000,  supplemented  the  University  budget 
for  S443,929,  and  provided  $35,000  through  die  Kent  and  Janice  Wyatt  Faculty  Development  Fund.  The  Foundation  concluded  its  largest  ever  campaign  for  private  support 
in  December  1999  with  $10.7  million  in  gifts  and  pledges  -  200  percent  over  tlie  campaign  goal  of  $5  million.  -  OSU

With  a  large  crowd  on  hand  that  included  many  former 
players,  the  Biyce  Griffis  Baseball  Practice  Center  was 
dedicated  in  a  ceremony  at  Ferriss  Field  on  June  6,  2001. 
The  facility,  one  of  the  few  indoor  baseball  practice 
centers  in  the  nafion,  was  on  display  after  the  ceremony 
followed  by  a  reception  in  the  Hugh  Ellis  Walker  Alumni- 
Foundation  House. 

Griffis,  of  Starkville,  a  1954  Delta  State  graduate  and  a 
three-year  letterman,  made  a  lead  gift  to  the  constmction 


of  Higher  Learning  from 
1980  to  1992,  serving  as  president  in  1986-87.  He  was  re- 
appointed to  the  IHL  Board  in  2000  and  presently  seives 
as  Vice  President. 

"When  you  come  back,  after  all  these  years,  and  see  the 
tremendous  progress  that  has  been  made,  it  thrills  me 
that  I  can  give  back  a  little,"  Griffis  said.  "I  received  an 
excellent  education  at  Delta  State,  and  it  has  helped  me 
to  have  some  measure  of  success.  I  am  happy  to  help  this 
great  institution  and  consider  it  a  real  honor  to  have  my 


name  associated  with  the  rich  tradition  of  Delta  State 
baseball." 

Financing  for  the  $600,000  facility  was  almost  entirely 
by  private  support  from  fonner  playere,  alumni,  and 
friends  of  the  University.

Ferriss,  who  spearheaded  the  three-year  campaign,  said 
"our  drive  received  a  good  start  with  a  $35,000 
commitment  from  the  1977  World  Series  team,  and  it  is 
certainly  gratifying  that  fonner  players,  coaches,  and 
managers  contributed  40  percent  of  the  fi.mding.  We  are 
greatly  appreciative  of  the  ovei-whelming  support  of  the 
project." 

The  100'  X  100'  practice  area  arf  is  the  same  as  that 
which  is  used  by  the  Tampa  Bay  Devil  Rays  Baseball 
Club  and  the  University  of  Nebraska.  Other  facility' 
features  include  two  batting  cages  controlled  by 
electronic  device  for  raising  and  lowering,  a  DSU 
baseball  memorabilia  room,  and  a  donor  recognition 
display  in  the  foyer. 

Delta  State  head  coach  Mike  Kinnison  views  the  facility 
as  a  tremendous  asset  to  the  baseball  program, 
particulariy  in  recaiiting  and  player  development.  'The 
greatest  thing  about  the  center  is  how  much  support 
we've  gotten  from  players  and  friends  of  Delta  State 
baseball.  It's  a  wonderful  feeling  to  see  tlie  interest  and 
respect  that  so  many  people  have  for  the  program,"  said 
Kinnison.  -  DSU

"Building  Communities  in  the  Lower  Mississippi  Delta" 
initiative  sponsored  by  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Agriculture.  The  initiative  was  based  on  building 
partnerships  and  collaboration  to  address  the  poverty 
found  in  the  Mississippi  Delta.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Housing  Committee  with  the  Tunica  County  Housing 
DepartJTient,  the  Granting  Opportunities  for  Learning 
Development  (G.O.L.D.)  Advisory  Board  in  Southaven, 
and  the  Aaron  E.  Henry  Community  Health  Services 
Center,  Inc.,  Delta  Area  Rural  Transit  System  Advisory 
Board  Member  in  Clarksdale. 

While  at  Delta  State,  Glenn  was  a  saident  senator  and 
president  pro  tempore  of  tlie  student  senate.  He  was 
inducted  into  Pi  Gamma  Mu,  an  international  Social 
Science  Honor  Society,  and  Phi  Alpha  Theta,  a  national 
History  honor  society.

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Aureola  Boyd  Makes  $100,000  Gift 


Dr.  Potter  and  Mrs.  Boyd 

Aureola  Young  Boyd  of  Cleveland,  in  dianksgiving 
for  what  she  received  some  70  years  ago  as  a  college 
student,  has  made  a  $100,000  gift  to  Delta  State 
University. 

Mrs.  Boyd  married  Clarke  E.  Boyd  in  1941  and  in 
1949  they  found  their  way  to  Delta  State  College  where 
Clarke  taught  English  for  one  year.  Due  to  the 
outbreak  of  war  in  Korea,  Clarke's  position  was 
eliminated  due  to  the  severe  drop  in  em'ollment. 
However,  he  quickly  found  work  in  Cleveland  at  tlie 
State  Employment  Service  where  he  worked  until  his 
death  in  1973. 

Aureola  began  work  at  Baxter  Healthcare  in  1950 
when  die  cpmpany  first  opened  its  doors  in  Cleveland. 
She  retired  in  1977  after  a  27-year  career  with  tlie  firm. 


A  native  of  El  Paso,  Texas,  Boyd  moved  to  Hibbing, 
Minn.,  when  she  was  eight.  Her  fadier  died  when  she 
was  only  15  months  old  and  her  mother  remanied  11 
years  later. 

In  the  seventh  grade,  amid  the  publicity  of  Marie 
Curie's  receiving  the  Nobel  Prize,  Boyd  decided  she 
wanted  to  be  a  chemist.  "I  graduated  from  Hibbing  High 
School  and  I  remember  trying  to  sign  up  for  a  chemistry 
class.  I  got  smbborn  and  said  I'm  gong  to  be  a  chemist. 
One  of  the  teachers  who  objected  to  a  giri  signing  up  for 
chemistry  said,  'But  that's  chemistry!'  I  said  'If  the  boys 
can  take  it  so  can  I'.  My  mother  had  to  finally  go  to  tlie 
school  and  say  that  she  approved,"  said  Mrs.  Boyd.  "I 
believe  if  students  have  an  interest  in  a  particular  area 
they  should  be  encouraged." 

After  graduation  from  high  school,  her  stepfather 
strongly  suggested  she  attend  the  University  of  Michigan 
for  two  reasons:  coeds  were  not  allowed  to  smoke,  and 
it  had  a  good  reputation  for  chemistry.  "I  was  set  to  go 
to  the  University  of  Minnesota  and  my  step  father  heard 
a  news  report  of  coeds  smoking  on  campus.  He  said, 
'You  won't  be  going  there!'  So  I  ended  up  at  the 
University  of  Michigan  and  he  never  knew  that  smoking 
was  allowed  there  also." 

At  the  time,  Boyd's  parents  were  not  in  a  financial 
position  to  pay  for  education  due  to  die  economic 
siaiation  of  that  day.  Boyd's  only  financial  source  was  a 
$500  gift  from  her  grandmodier  and  her  own  work  ethic. 

Being  the  self-detemiined  person  she  is,  Boyd  went 
to  see  die  Dean  of  Women  who  helped  her  secure  a  job 
as  a  "cloakroom  giri"  for  weekend  dances  at  the  Masonic 
Lodge  where  she  earned  $10  a  night.  "!  washed  dishes, 
scrubbed  floors,  and  cleaned  for  faculty  members.  I 
lived  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  0.  W.  Pickering  for  years  and  did 
everything  for  them,  but  babysit. 


Also  she  worked  in  the  university  library  where  she 
could  explore  her  love  for  knowledge.  She  met  her 
fiiture  husband,  Clark,  in  the  library  and  recalls  "I  asked 
him  how  much  longer  he  was  going  to  be  in  the  library. 
I  needed  to  mop,"  stated  Mrs.  Boyd.  "That's  how  we 
met."  Mrs.  Boyd  also  worked  in  The  Libeity  restaurant 
during  the  early  morning  breakfast  shift  and  after  she  left 
her  night  job  at  the  library.  "In  college  towns  people 
don't  tip  much,"  Mrs.  Boyd  recalls  of  her  days  as  a 
waitress. 

Addidonally,  her  trigonometry  professor  recognized 
her  talent  in  madi  and  helped  her  secure  a  tutoring 
position  for  freshmen.  This  helped  her  earn  50  cents  an 
hour. 

Through  diese  two  jobs,  Boyd  was  able  to  work  her 
way  for  nine  years  thi'ough  the  University  of  Michigan 
where  she  earned  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in 
Education  and  a  Certificate  of  Teaching  in  1933. 

"I  would  have  liked  to  have  been  a  straight-A  student, 
but  I  was  so  busy  working  for  my  room  and  board."  said 
Mrs.  Boyd,  who  taught  in  rural  schools  near  Ann  Arbor, 
Mich.  "I  remember  how  it  was  when  I  was  a  needy 
student  in  1930.  I  always  said  diat  if  I  could  I  would  help 
other  needy  students  attend  college.  I  really  enjoyed 
going  to  college.  I  often  look  back  and  say  'How  did  I 
do  all  that!'" 

Now  71  years  later,  her  goal  of  helping  needy  and 
deserving  students  is  being  realized.  "Life  is  wonderful. 
I  know.  I'm  93  years  old,"  said  Mrs.  Boyd. 

Following  her  retirement,  Boyd  began  traveling  the 
worid  to  Kenya,  Greece,  Italy,  England,  Canada,  China, 
Australia  and  Alaska. 

Boyd  lives  in  Cleveland  where  she  is  a  member  of  the 
Calvary  Episcopal  Church.  -  DSU

Caylor  Hall,  have  been  named  for  I.  Dean  Spradling  of 
Clarksdale,  and  Drs.  Robert  L.  and  Mary  C.  Elliott  of 
Baton  Rouge,  La.,  in  recognition  and  honor  of  their 
dedicated  service  and  support  of  the  sciences. 

The  three  are  former  "Alumni  of  the  Year"  at  Delta 
State,  with  Spradling  earning  the  honor  in  1993  and  tlie 
Elliotts  in  1994.  Spradling  also  received  the  Hugh  Ellis 
Walker  Alumni  Service  Award  in  1988.  Caylor  Hall 


Lecture  Room  105  has  been  dedicated  as  the  I.  Dean 
Spradling  Lecture  Hall,  while  Room  205  has  been 
dedicated  as  the  Robert  L.  and  Mary  C.  Elliott  Lecture 
Hall. 

Spradling,  a  native  of  Itawamba  County,  earned  bis 
bachelor  of  science  degree  in  Biology  in  1952.  He  is  the 
founder  and  owner  of  Infolab,  Inc.,  headquartered  in 
Clarksdale.  Infolab  employs  more  than  200  employees 
and  operates  in  20  states.  The  company,  established  in 
1968,  sells  and  distributes  laboratoiy  equipment  and 
supplies  to  medical  facilities,  academic  institutions,  and 
private  industiy. 

"In  honor  of  one  of  his  mentors.  Dr.  Jesse  White,  Mr. 
Spradling  was  instrumental  in  the  $100,000  fund  drive  to 
endow  the  Dr.  Jesse  White  Scholarship  in  1989,"  said  Dr. 
Ed  Williams,  chair  of  the  Delta  State  Biological  Sciences 
Department  said.  "Mr.  Spradling  funded  tlie  acquisition 
of  a  30-acre  natural  springs  area  near  Oxbeny  for  use  as 
an  outdoor  laboratory  by  the  biology  faculty  and  their 
students.  "He  has  also  made  numerous  gifts  of 
equipment  to  the  Biological  and  Physical  Sciences 
Departments. 

"Dean  was  instaimental  in  the  initiation  and  success 
of  the  recently  completed  $10.7  Campaign  for  Delta  State 
University  drough  a  challenge  gift  diat  he  made  to 
establish  a  $2  million  endowment  for  the  sciences  at 
DSU."  Williams  added,  "Words  cannot  express  the 
enormous  impact  diat  Dean  Spradling's  forward  vision 
and  generosity  has  had  and  will  have  for  years  to  come 
on  our  science  programs  and  Delta  State  University  in 
general.  Honoring  him  by  renaming  the  Caylor  105 
auditorium  The  Spradling  Lecture  Hall  is  just  a  small 
acknowledgement  of  our  appreciation." 

Spradling's  early  professional  years  were  spent  as  a 
medical  technologist  and  teaching  supeivisor  at  the 


School  of  Medical  Technology  at  Coahoma  County 
Hospital  in  Clarksdale. 

Dr.  Bobby  Elliott,  a  1959  graduate,  and  wife  Dr.  Mary 
"Kay  Kay"  Elliott,  a  1963  graduate,  are  the  founders  and 
directors  of  the  Elliott  Mastology  Center  in  Baton  Rouge. 
The  Center  is  noted  for  its  breast  cancer  research, 
particulariy  for  its  use  of  iron  metabolism  in  the 
treatment  of  breast  cancer.  In  1991,  The  Elliotts 
intitiated  the  "Elliott  Program  for  Excellence"  in  the 
sciences,  which  includes  the  annual  Elliott-White- 
Nowell  Science  Symposium,  Research  Fellowship 
Program  at  the  Elliott  Mastology  Center,  and  Elliott 
Scholars  that  provides  full  scholarships  for  select 
students  who  maintain  a  3.5  GPA  while  majoring  in  die 
sciences. 

"The  Elliotts  have  given  our  sttidents  a  broader  view 
of  die  medical  research  professions  and  the  opportunity 
to  work  side  by  side  with  some  of  the  top  researchers  in 
the  world,"  stated  Dr.  Henry  Oudaw,  chair  of  die 
physical  science  department.  "The  benefits  the  smdents 
get  from  being  right  on  die  cutting  edge  of  the  latest  and 
working  widi  die  pioneers  in  medical  research  gives 
them  a  new  way  of  viewing  life." 

"I  want  to  be  help  perpetuate  the  legacy  of  Delta 
State  University  as  a  school  that  helps  the  individual 
smdent  to  grow  personally  as  well  as  academically  and 
professionally.  I  want  to  give  somediing  back  to  Delta 
State  and  to  light  a  fire  in  today's  students  in  die  same 
manner  that  a  fire  was  lit  in  me  by  those  who  influenced 
my  life  when  I  was  a  student  at  Delta  State,"  stated  Dr. 
Bobby  Elhott.  Bobby  and  Kay  Kay,  natives  of 
Greenville,  served  as  the  National  Co-Chairs  for  the

She  returned  to 
Delta,  State  College  in  1971,  foiTy  years  after  leaving  due 
to  the  Depression,  and  graduated  in  1974  widi  a  BBA  in 
Accounting  and  minor  in  Economics.  Her  desire  to 
continue  her  education  continued  when  at  die  age  of  68 


she  returned  to  Delta  State  in  1980  to  take  two  courses 
that  allowed  her  to  earn  her  license  as  a  real  estate  broker. 

Charlene  worked  for  several  companies  as  an 
accountant,  including  the  Shelby  Clinic  and  Corso 
Distributing  Company  in  Clarksdale.  "Ms.  Boyd  worked 
as  die  bookkeeper  for  my  fadier  in  the  late  50s  and  60s. 
She  was  real  sweet,  veiy  intelligent,  and  well  thought  of 
by  our  family  and  her  co-workere,"  said  Al  Corso,  Jr. 

Born  in  1913  in  Eudora,  she  was  the  daughter  of  the 
late  Charies  S.  Boyd,  Sr.  and  Nancy  Almond  Boyd  and  a 
graduate  of  Tunica  County  High  School.  !n  Clarksdale 
Chariene  was  a  member  of  the  Opera  Study  Club,  United 
Metliodist  Women  Club,  and  St.  Paul's  United  Mediodist 
Church.  She  died  on  March  22, 1993,  in  Clarksdale  where 
■she  had  lived  for  fifty  years. 

Charles  S.  Boyd  has  established  a  scholarship  in 
menioiy  of  his  sister,  Chadene.  "Perhaps  Chadene's  life 
story  will  be  an  encouragement  to  some  of  Delta  State's 
current  students  who  can  not  now  complete  dieir  college 
education",  stated  Mr.  Boyd.  "She  would  be  pleased  to 
know  that  a  scholarship  in  her  name  aided  some 
deserving  person  achieve  their  dream  to  complete 


college."  Mr.  Boyd,  a  member  of  the  class  of  1944  at 
Delta  State,  is  a  redred  Vice  President  with  Chevron's 
Overseas  Petroleum  Company  and  lives  with  his  wife, 
Dorothy,  in  Walnut  Creek,  Calif. 

In  addition  to  making  outright  gifts  to  die  Foundation, 
which  are  matched  dirough  the  Chevron  Matching  Gift 
Program,  Mr.  Boyd  has  established  a  Charitable 
Remainder  Unitrust  with  Delta  State  University  named  as 
a  beneficiary. 

"The  combination  of  our  gifts  and  die  Chevron's 
matching  grants  will  help  grow  the  principal  of  die 
scholarship  fund,"  stated  Boyd. 

Mr.  Boyd,  a  student  at  Delta  State  at  die  outbreak  of 
Worid  War  II,  on  December  9,  1941,  hitcliliiked  to 
Memphis  with  Dr.  Chariie  Cofl'man,  class  of  1948,  and 
joined  the  Marines  in  which  he  served  for  four  years.

Statesmen  Preseason  Picked  #1 
AND  Ready  for  the  Challenge

Street  &  Smith 's  College 
Football  magazine  has 
named  Delta  State  as  the 
team  to  beat  by  ranking 
the  Statesmen  =1  in  the 
nation  in  its  preseason 
poll. 

"WMe  this  is  certainly 
an  honor.  We  told  the 
gu)-s  that  last  year  doesn't 
mean  anything,"  Coach 
Steve  Campbell  said. 
"They  realize  what  it  took  to  get  us  here  and  they  know 
that  hard  work  pays  oS  in  the  end." 

It  seems  like  yesterday  that  Delta  State  University 
climbed  to  the  top  of  the  hill,  capping  a  14-1  season  witli 
a  63-34  victory  over  Bloomsburg  University  for  the 
NCAA  Division  II  National  Championship.  Along  the 
way  tlie  Statesmen  captured  a  share  of  the  Gulf  South 
Conference  tide  for  the  second  time  in  three  seasons  as 
well  as  the  NCAA  South  Region  title. 

The  2001  season  brings  on  new  challenges  for  the 
Statesmen  lea\'ing  no  opportunit)'  to  dwell  on  the  2000 
accomplishments.  DSU  returns  13  starters  and  36 
lettermen  entering  die  2001  season  but  will  need  to  fill 
openings  in  the  secondary',  defensi^'e  line,  receiver  and 
slot  back  areas. 

OFFENSE 

Delta  State's  offense  packed  a  powerful  punch  in 
2000,  ranking  1st  in  rushing  (309.6  yds.  per  game),  2nd 
in  scoring  offense  (40.4  pts.  per  game),  and  2nd  in  total 
offense  (478.5  yds.  per  game)  in  the  Gulf  South 
Conference.  A  strong  returning  nucleus  that  includes  six 
starters  has  first-year  offensive  coordinator  Cody  Gross 
and  head  coach  Steve  Campbell  optimistic. 

The  one-two  punch  of  quarterback  Josh  Bright  and 
fijUback  Rico  McDonald  return  along  with  All-American 
guard  Chris  Booker,  Bright  had  a  banner  year  in  2000, 
rushing  for  1,495  yards  and  passing  for  1,428  yards  on 
the  way  to  winning  die  Charies  Coneriy  Award  and  the 
Mississippi  Amateur  Adilete  of  the  Award.  He  also 
scored  21  touchdowns,  setting  new  school  and 
conference  records.  McDonald  complimented  Bright, 
rushing  for  a  school  and  GSC  record  1,637  yards,  for  a 
per  game  average  of  109.1  yards  and  scored  18 
touchdowns. 

DEFENSE 

Defensively,  Deka  State  returns  five  starters  from  last 
j'ear's  unit  that  finished  1st  in  rush  defense  (91.3),  2nd  in 
total  defense  (328.9  yds.  per  game)  and  2nd  in  scoring 
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defense  (22.4  pts.  per  game)  in  the  GSC.  The  Statesmen 
also  led  the  nation  widi  63  sacks  and  were  fifth  in  nish 
defense. 

The  linebacking  corps  should  be  the  strong  suit  of  the 
defense  as  Jerrod  Beckett  (76  tackles)  and  Jamal 
Johnson  (91  tackles)  remm  to  anchor  the  defense. 
Second-year  defensive  coordinator  Gwaine  Mathews 
has  die  task  of  filling  holes  left  on  die  defensive  line  and 
secondary.  Clayton  Moseley  is  the  lone  reluming  starter 
in  tlie  defensive  line  after  postmg  33  tackles  and  six 
sacks  in  2000.  Travis  Stephenson  (So.  FS),  Shelton 
Belton  (So.  CB),  Derrick  Pitmian  (Sr.  CB),  Tedderick 
Polk  (Sr.  OLE)  and  Jamie  Washington  (Sr.  OLB)  enter 
die  fall  as  the  starters  in  the  secondary. 

SPECIAL  TEAMS 

Blake  Koenigsberger  and  Keith  Pate  are  the  two 
remrning  starters  on  special  teams  and  are  being 
counted  on  to  handle  die  kicking  duties.  John  Weaver, 
a  Hinds  C.C.  transfer,  is  expected  to  be  the  punter. 

THE  SCHEDULE 

The  schedule  is  certainly  one  to  the  Statesmen's 
liking  as  six  of  its  10  scheduled  games  are  to  be  pla)-ed 
on  Parker  Field.  Opening  die  year,  the  Statesmen 
entertain  Division  I-AA  foe  Mississippi  Valley  State  on 
Sept.  8.  The  following  week  (Sept.  15)  Delta  State  opens 
GSC  play  versus  the  University  of  West  Alabama  with 
other  homes  dates  scheduled  against  Valdosta  State, 
Soudiern  Arkansas,  Central  Arkansas  and  Arkansas 
Tech.

The  Statesmen  offense,  led  by  Conerly  Trophy  ^'in- 
ner Josh  Bright  at  quarterback,  rewrote  the  school 
record  book  a  season  ago  and  set  several  national 
championship  game  records.

"Two  years  ago  when  we  came  in.  we  had  all  new 
offensh'e  coaches,  and  they  were  able  to  pick  up  the 
system  quickly,"  Campbell  said.  "It  just  makes  for  a 
summer  of  study." 

Hired  to  fill  those  voids  were  Cody  Gross  as  offensive 
coordinator,  Cariton  Buckles  as  defensive  backs  coach 
and  Lee  Hollifield  as  receivers  coach,  Keith  Boone,  v,ii(  > 
coached  linebackers  last  year,  will  move  over  to  the 
offensive  side  of  the  ball  to  coach  the  mnning  backs. 

Campbell  said  a  head  coach  expects  to  see  his 
assistants  ciiinb  the  mngs  of  the  career  ladder  following 
a  highly  successful  season. 

"It's  part  of  it,"  he  related.  "You  expect  it,  and  as  a 
head  coach,  you're  always  real  happy  when  your  guvs 
mo\e  up."

For  his  leadership  efforts,  head  coach  Mike  Kinnison  was  nained  the  GSC  and  Soutli  Central  Region  Coach  of 
the  Year  with  catcher  Eli  Whiteside,  a  sLxth-round  draft  of  the  Baltimore  Orioles,  being  named  the  West  Division 
M'VP  and  pitcher  John  Polles  earning  Freshman  of  the  Year  honors, 

"The  character  and  heart  of  tliis  team  has  been  second  to  none  to  any  that  I've  ever  been  around,"  Kinnison 
said,  "We've  had  strong  leadership.  There  has  been  a  group  of  guys  tliat  have  a  strong  blue-collar  work  ethic  and 
shown  it  in  the  way  they  play.  They've  kind  of  taken  an  attitude  of  going  out  eveiyday  and  doing  wJiatever  it 
takes  to  get  the  job  done.  Ceitainly  tills  team  can  look  back  on  the  season  and  say  tliat  they  did  tliat."

According  to  Columbus  native,  David  Cox,  a  1971 
graduate  of  Delta  State,  there  is  a  lot  to  be  said  for 
sticking  to  the  basics.

In  1998,  now  partner, 
Andrew  Mattiace  ac- 
quired some  land  in 
Simpson  County  that 
contained  a  spring  Vi  hich 
flows  an  estimated  1 
million  gallons  a  day. 
Once  the  source  of  water 
for  the  City  of  Magee's 
water  supply,  this  natural 
flowing  spring  is  con- 
sidered to  be  one  of  the 
country's  "purest  sources  of  water"...  having  only  14- 
15  TDS  (Total  Dissolve  Solvents)  as  compared  ^^■ith 
other  leading  brands  of  bottled  water  on  the  market 
that  average  over  200  TDS. 

Cox,  who  is  president  and  founder  of  RealPure 
Beverage  Company,  along  with  Mattiace  'Water 
Company,  invested  $2.5  million  in  a  15,000  square  foot 
facility  to  capture  and  bottle  the  water  at  the  site. 

Cox  describes  drinking  the  water  from  the  Magee 
spring  "like  drinking  air". 

"It  tastes  like  water  should  taste,"  notes  Cox.  "There 
should  not  be  a  taste." 


Since  it's  founding,  sales  for 
RealPure  water  have  increased 
100%  and  the  company  has  been 
rated  by  the  Mississippi  Busi)iess 
Joiinwl  as  the  fastest  growing 
company  in  the  state.  In  fact,  in  the 
year  2000  RealPure  Beverage 
Group  expanded  the  Simpson 
County  plant  to  60,000  square  feet 
and  added  a  whole  new 
dimension  to  the  compan\'  v,ith 
RealPro  Sports  Drink.  To  help 
market  his  new  product.  Cox 
signed  Brett  Favre  of  the  Green 
Bay  Packers  as  spokesperson  for 
the  product. 

"The  difference  in  RealPro  and 
other  sports  drinks  is  that  it  is 
packed  with  spring  water  and  has  the  lowest  sodium 
content  of  all  sports  drinks,"  explains  Cox.  "Even  more 
importantly,  the  resonation  of 
molecules  in  the  drink  is  the 
same  as  in  the  human  body, 
which  allows  for  fast 
absorption  in  the  blood 
stream  allowing  a  person 
to  hydrate  faster," 

According  to  Cox 
the  company's  goal  is 
to  be  in  the  Top  10  of 
the  beverage  market, 
and  it  looks  like  it  is 
well  on  its  way. 

A    proud    fan    of 
DSU's  football  team, 
Cox    supplied    the 
team   with   RealPro 
for  spring   training 
and  for  the  National 
Championship    season.
